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The 95th Street and Dan Ryan Expressway Red Line stop reopened Sunday, nancy stone/tribune 
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CTA TOUTS FASTER, GENTLER SERVICE ON SOUTH LEG OF RED LINE

Thousands of weekday commuters will 
board the CTA Red Line on the Dan Ryan 
branch Monday for the first time in five 
months after a massive rebuild that also will 
deliver something its riders haven’t experi- 
enced in decades: no slow zones. 

Trains along the south leg of the Red Line 
will operate at regular speeds of up to 55 mph 
along the whole 10 -mile stretch for the first 
time since shortly after its 1969 debut— 
without the bumpy jerky ride that even 
longtime riders could not ignore. 

“The train glides,” said Yvonne Marshall, 
19, a student at Kennedy-King College, who 
rode the train Sunday, the day it went back 
into service. “You don’t need to hold on [to 
the grab bars] like you used to do.” 


That’s 14,255 linear track feet of smooth 
running, barring any problems. Almost half 
of the branch was mired in slow zones before 
work began to rip out the old tracks and re- 
place them with a rail bed that can accom- 
modate up to 70 mph trains, if the CTA ever 
decides to operate such service. 

After 154 days of construction to modern- 
ize the entire track and signal systems from 
south of Roosevelt Road to 95th Street as 
well as upgrade eight of the nine stations, 
service was restored at 4 a.m. Sunday. 

Alternative service that included free 
shuttle buses and cost the CTA about 
$13 million to provide ceased Sunday, and 
some riders were sad to see it go, CTA Presi- 
dent Forrest Claypool acknowledged. 

“Riders regularly asked that we keep the 


bus shuttles because they were faster than 
the old Red Line service,” Claypool said Sun- 
day at the 95th Street terminal. “But I have 
good news for those customers. If you think 
the shuttles were fast, wait till you see the 
new Red Line.” 

Starting Monday during rush periods 
on the CTA’s busiest rail route, Red Line 
trains will once again operate six minutes 
apart from 95th to Howard Street on the Far 
North Side, the CTA said. Off-peak service 
is scheduled every 7V2 to 10 minutes, and on 
15-minute intervals during overnight hours. 

CTA officials said they are eager to lure 
back the 10 percent of the roughly 80,000 
weekday Red Line riders who abandoned 
the transit agency in favor of taking Metra, 
driving or making fewer trips during the

five months that the south branch was shut 
down for the track project, from May 19 
through Oct. 19. 

“The first few weekday commutes may see 
a slight dip in ridership, but we expect the 
numbers to resume fairly quickly to normal 
or near-normal levels as riders become re- 
acquainted with their old routines,” CTA 
spokesman Brian Steele said.

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Could Chicago’s 
unregulated BYOB 
tradition be changing?

Billiards and bring-your-own beers have long 
been happy partners in an inexpensive night 
out at Chris’s Billiards, the venerable Jefferson 
Park pool hall. 

Buddy Jacques, who’s worked there for 28 
years and now co-owns the 40 -table upstairs 
hall where Paul Newman and Tom Cruise 
shot scenes for the 1986 film “The Color of 
Money,” said his patrons aren’t exactly a wine- 
sipping crowd. 

“They’ll carry in cases of beer” and shoot 
stick for hours, Jacques said with a laugh. “We 
haven’t had any problems, though.” 

Bring-your-own-bottle has been part of the 
fabric of Chicago neighborhoods for decades, 
allowing folks to bring their own liquor to 
businesses that can’t or won’t go through the 
lengthy expensive and uncertain process of 
applying for a license to sell it. 

Though it’s an imbibing practice found 
mainly at hundreds of restaurants, Chicago 
has at least one BYOB strip club and a hand- 
ful of art studios where people can drink their 
own booze while painting or sculpting. And 
yuppies at upscale art galleries and beauty sa- 
lons in River North are just as likely to carry in 
a chilled bottle of pinot grigio as pool sharks 
at Chris’s are to enjoy a cold Budweiser while 
hustling tourists. 

B YOB’s popularity is widespread in large 
part due to the lack of government regulation. 
But City Hall recently was reminded of that 
fact, and the attention is putting Chicago’s 
anything-goes BYOB tradition under the mi- 
croscope and in possible jeopardy 

“There is no ordinance in the municipal 
code that regulates the practice of BYOB in 
the city of Chicago. None,” city Liquor Com- 
missioner Gregory Steadman told aldermen at 
a hearing this month. “So therefore, currently 
any type of business that wanted to allow their 
patrons to bring alcohol can do so.” 

The only exceptions are businesses that 
prohibit alcohol on the premises as part of 
their state license, Steadman said. The city 
also banned the practice at sidewalk cafes 
more than a decade ago. 

“So a motor vehicle repair shop, yes, it could 
BYOB,” Steadman said in response to a ques- 
tion from an alderman. 

By contrast, the New Y>rk State Liquor 
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Authority requires that businesses have a “li- 
cense or permit to sell/serve beer, wine or 
liquor to the public” if patrons are going 
to bring their own alcohol, according to 
the agency’s website. 

West Side Aid. Deborah Graham 
(29th) became the focal point of the 
City Council’s recent interest in the is- 
sue when she proposed ending BYOB 
privileges for businesses in the roughly 
12 percent of Chicago’s precincts that have 
been voted dry 

Graham, however, is an imperfect stan- 
dard bearer for a movement to tighten 
Chicago’s liquor laws. The Tribune re- 
ported last month that she helped pave 
the way for an Austin liquor store linked 
to a convicted drug dealer to receive city 
small-business grants. Liquor stores don’t 
qualify for those funds, and state and city 
laws prohibit felons from holding liquor 
licenses. 

After the story ran, Graham donated a 
$1,950 campaign contribution from the 
liquor store to a youth football team. Gra- 
ham also introduced her ordinance to ban 
BYOB in dry precincts. She said the timing 
had nothing to do with the attention she 
was getting, but was aimed at a banquet hall 
in a dry part of her ward that had residents 
concerned. 

Many of Graham’s council colleagues re- 
jected the idea, saying their neighborhoods 
rely on successful BYOB restaurants to at- 
tract customers to business districts. 

Graham pulled the proposal off the table 
last week, but said something needs to be 
done to regulate Chicago’s carry-in liquor 
scene. 

“Some provisions need to be looked at 
with how people are applying for it, be- 
cause there’s no monitoring,” Graham said. 
“There’s pizzerias, different places that 
have healthy businesses that are thriving, 
but nobody’s monitoring the age, how much 
people are drinking or any of that.” 

Asked whether the city might need to 
charge BYOB businesses a fee to help pay for 
such enforcement, Graham was noncommit- 
tal. “We’re still working on that language now. 
We’re trying to figure out what’s the best way 
to address it,” she said. “We know now that it 
needs to be addressed, because the original 
idea of consuming, drinking while eating is 
not the case. So now they’re drinking without 
eating really, so some intoxication is liable to 
happen.”

Before Graham tabled her plan, Mayor 
Emanuel told reporters his administra- 
tion would try to help broker a compro- 
mise “that reflects the diverse communi- 
ties and neighborhoods we have in the city 
of Chicago.” 

A spokeswoman did not directly respond 
when asked whether the mayor would sup- 
port a BYOB fee. 

Chicago would be following the lead 
of other local governments if it went that 
route. Downers Grove charges restaurants 
$540 per year to allow people to carry in, 
and sets limits of no more than one bottle of 
wine or 36 ounces of beer per diner, accord- 
ing to the suburb’s municipal code. Only res- 
taurants can apply 

Kane County instituted a $250 annual 
“corkage license” and requires servers at res- 
taurants to undergo training, and several oth- 
er area cities and towns also make businesses 
pay for the privilege. 

Sam Toia, president of the Illinois Restau- 
rant Association and an Emanuel supporter, 
said his organization would have to look at any 
city proposal before deciding whether to back 
a fee in Chicago. 

BYOB privileges are a way for new restau- 
rateurs to draw crowds, especially in neighbor- 
hoods where leases and property taxes are low 
enough that they don’t need the revenue from 
liquor sales to help make ends meet, Toia said. 

“When you look around the city you see 
celebrity chefs, young chefs opening these 
exciting restaurants in neighborhoods like 
Logan Square, Pilsen and Avondale, ’’Toia said. 
“That’s great for the city it’s something the 
mayor appreciates and something we want to 
see continue.” 

But even out in bungalow belt locales like 
Jefferson Park, the lure of the additional mon- 
ey from selling alcohol to patrons rather than 
watching them drink their own is compelling. 
Chris’s Billiards has applied for a liquor li- 
cense, Jacques said. “It just makes sense for us. 
We could have a little bar, sell some beer and 
wine, keep a better eye on how much people 
are drinking and make a little more money”

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CHF finds human 
insights in animals

Cattle; chimpanzees and bonobos; dogs and 
dolphins; rats and mice; horses, turtles, glow- 
worms and pigs; goats, chickens and Rin Tin 
Tin— and, at the center of it all, humans. 

The animal kingdom, from invertebrates 
to dinosaurs to us, is on parade at this year’s 
Chicago Humanities Festival, the listings for 
which can read like the blueprint for a success- 
ful online photo gallery Animals (including hu- 
man animals being photographed before they 
enter a holding pen, as in police mugshots) are 
among the Internet’s leading click bait. 

From another angle, though, the one where 
you actually read how the scores of CHF 
speakers plan to incorporate the world’s fauna 
into their talks, the listings can read like an 
endlessly fascinating, intellectually challenging 
next several weeks. 

And it was this, of course, that the crafters 
of the city’s venerable festival— a sort of col- 
lege major in microcosm, without the both- 
ersome homework— had in mind when they 
themed the 2013 edition ‘Animal: What Makes 
Us Human.” 

Why is the theme of animals so resonant? 

“I’ve puzzled though it,” said presenter 
Susan Orlean (Nov 10), who, in addition to 
“The Orchid Thief,” has written about her 
own chickens and the canine movie star Rin 
Tin Tin. “The nearest I can come to an ex- 
planation is that our interest in animals is as 
persistent and enduring as our curiosity about 
Martians. They are a life form that clearly has 
a range of behavior and emotions we can see

with our own eyes. We know they are register- 
ing the world we’re registering. But they will be 
forever a mystery that we can’t unlock.” 

The animal behaviorist Temple Grandin 
(Nov 9) said she reached an early break- 
through, designing cattle chutes that didn’t 
spook the animals, by in essence, thinking like 
them, bringing humans to animal level. 

Bringing animals onto the program wasn’t 
about click bait or making the festival program 
easy to illustrate, said Matti Bunzl, the Univer- 
sity of Illinois anthropologist who is CHF’s 
artistic director. 

It was a reflection of what has been going on 
in the academy of a coming together in recent 
years of science and the humanities that has 
led to new, interdisciplinary approaches. 

Frans de Waal, the Emory University bi- 
ologist (Nov 3), is “for my money the most 
influential scholar” in this melding of the two 
realms, Bunzl said. “His last book is called ‘The 
Bonobo and the Atheist,’ and it’s all about find- 
ing the evolutionary kernels for morality” 

But is the selection of animals as a theme 
purely a reflection of what’s going on in the 
nation’s colleges and universities? Bunzl has an 
admission. 

“I also have a pug,” he said. “She played a 
role.”

Jonathan Rhys Meyers dons 
Dracula’s cape n new series

It’s that time of year again when we walk 
among the dead, uncover goblins in our attics 
and spy ghostly apparitions everywhere we 
look. 

It’s also the season for the resurrection 
of our favorite ghoul, Count Dracula, who 
has haunted screens ever since F.W Murnau 
based his “Nosferatu” on the famous Bram 
Stoker book. 

Many skilled actors have played the eerie 
bat-man, but among the most anticipated is 
the creature NBC has disentombed for Friday, 
when Irish actor Jonathan Rhys Meyers sharp- 
ens his fangs for the network’s new “Dracula” 
series.

“I was happy to work with him 
on ‘The Tudors,’ and we’re going to bring a sort 
of ‘Tudors’ sensibility to ‘Dracula,’ ” Greenb- 
latt said. 

“It will be faithful to the period, which is 


1896, but it will be sort of looking to the future 
and hopefully be a really cool, new version of 
‘Dracula.’” 

In this lush version, the Prince of Darkness 
poses as an American industrialist penetrat- 
ing London’s high society while he seeks ven- 
geance on those who cursed him with everlast- 
ing life. 

Known for his roles in “Match Point,” 
“Bend it Like Beckham,” “The Tudors” and 
“Mission: Impossible III,” Rhys Meyers is one 
hot commodity for the stone-cold vampire. 

In spite of his popularity he says, his life 
hasn’t changed much. “I just feel like I’m 
working hard,” he said. ‘And I live a very very 
quiet life. I haven’t really bought into that ‘I’m 
so fabulous’-ness of it all yet. I still do all the 
same things that I used to do. And so nothing 
really has changed except that I get seen for 
better parts with better people. And some- 
times people are nicer to me,” he said. 

Playing historical characters like Henry 
VIII and Dracula (who was based on Vlad the 
Impaler, Prince of Wallachia in the 15th cen- 
tury) suits Rhys Meyers.

Does The View’s’ audience 
hate Jenny McCarthy?

Health experts already didn’t like the fact 
that Jenny McCarthy got a job on “The 
View” Now comes word that ordinary 
viewers don’t like her either. 

McCarthy the former Playboy model 
who joined ABC’s morning chatfest this 
year, is proving more polarizing than Elisa- 
beth Hasselbeck, the outspoken former 
panelist who left to join Fox News, accord- 
ing to Radar. The report says the produc- 
ers are scrutinizing data about audience 
preferences and that McCarthy’s job is “in 
jeopardy” 

“Right now they’re just trying to adjust 
Jenny’s performance on the show so that 
she comes off as more appealing, but that’s 
an uphill battle,” an unnamed source was 
quoted telling Radar. 

But a “View” spokeswoman told 
Showtracker that “there is absolutely no 
truth” to the report. 

Whatever the case, McCarthy’s ap- 


pointment caused a storm of controversy 
due to her claims that vaccines cause au- 
tism. That view has been soundly rejected 
by most medical experts, many of whom 
worried that “The View” would give Mc- 
Carthy an even bigger platform to make 
her case. Toronto’s health department 
launched a Twitter campaign to try to get 
McCarthy dumped. 

McCarthy got the job after several other 
prospects, including Brooke Shields, had 
been tried out at the panelists’ table. 

Meanwhile, “The View” remains locked 
in a battle with CBS’ growing rival, “The 
Talk.” The ABC show has slipped about 
6 percent, to 3 million total viewers, com- 
pared with the start of last season. “The 
Talk” almost pulled even, with 2.8 million 
viewers. Part of the problem is that “The 
View” is in the midst of a personnel shuf- 
fle. In addition to Hasselbeck, Joy Behar 
recently left the show, and Barbara Walters 
is scheduled to retire in summer 2014.

Chicago-set ‘Watch Dogs’ delayed to 2014

“Watch Dogs,” which had been one of the 
most anticipated new games of 2013, just be- 
came one of the most anticipated new games 
of 2014. 

Ubisoft announced Tuesday that the re- 
lease of the title has been pushed back until 
at least spring of next year. 

“Our ambition from the start with ‘Watch 
Dogs’ has been to deliver something that 
embodies what we wanted to see in the next- 
generation of gaming,” read a statement at- 
tributed to the “Watch Dogs” development 
team. “It is with this in mind that we’ve made 
the tough decision to delay the release until 
spring 2014.” 

Set in Chicago, “Watch Dogs” presents a 
world in which governing forces are spying 
on citizens with hidden surveillance systems 
and guns are easy to come by Gamers play as 
protagonist Aiden Pearce, who has the abil- 
ity to hack into the cellphones or the homes 
of anyone he passes. 

Ubisoft’s post Tuesday noted that the 


company “struggled” with whether to delay 
the game, which had been scheduled for a 
Nov. 19 release. ‘As we got closer to release, 
as all the pieces of the puzzle were falling into 
place in our last push before completion, it 
became clear to us that we needed to take the 
extra time to polish and fine-tune each detail 
so we can deliver a truly memorable and ex- 
ceptional experience,” the post stated. 

Ubisoft also pushed the release of next-gen 
racing game “The Crew” into 2014. 

“Watch Dogs” creative director Jonathan 
Morin said he wanted players to walk away 
from the game “with a very different take 
on security, moral ambiguity and why there’s 
crime in the world.” Ironically, it might so 
mirror reality now that it may be the rare 
mainstream title that’s less of an escape from 
reality than a way to talk about real-life is- 
sues. 

Plot details of the game have thus far been 
scant, but Ubisoft is continuing to move for- 
ward with Sony Pictures and New Regency 
to bring “Watch Dogs” to the big screen. 


“The story focuses on information and the 
control of information, which we think will 
lead to an exciting thriller,” Hannah Ming- 


hella, president of production for Columbia 
Pictures, said in a statement when the film 
plans were unveiled in September.
